SAW A GHOST AT SEA. 


Why a Merchant Captain thandened His 

Profession aad Became Landsman. 

Sailors are great for seeing ghosts. 
Wrether Jack has keener vision than land- 
lubbers, whether the spirit traternity have 
a predilection for the a2, or whether these 
seafaring waifs were buried in mid-ocean 
and find it impossible to rest easy, are 
questions hard to answer, But certainly 
more of them are heard at sea than on 
land. This story was told a reporter for 
the San Francisco Call by a retired sea 
captain, now manager of a hotel at one of 
the famous tourist resorts of the world. 
He is an American, intelligent, well read, a 
man of strong sense, who has shown himself 
singular'y free from the usual sort of su- 
perstitious feeling. Yet this experience 
drove him vo abandon the sea, It happen- 
ed a good many years ago, when he was in 
, command of a sailing vessel in the lacific. 
They were returning to San Francisco from 

Sydney with several passengers aboard. 
| One of these was a San Francisco broker, 
'who had some love trouble and had 
| been drinking very heavily, and threatening 
suicide ever sincethe ship leftSydney. Be- 
cause he was drinking no one paid any par- 
ticular attention to these threats. 

“One night,” said the captain, telling 
the story, ‘‘I was on deck when I saw this 
man come up the companion and walk aft. 

| He came forward in a minute or two, then 
walked aft again and did not return. I 
thought no more about it and a little while 
after turnedin. Nextday this passenger 
wasnot to be found. The ship was thor- 
oughly searched half a dozen times, but he 
was evidently not onboard. Weconcluded 
that he had jumped or fallen overboard 
and felt very badly that no mere attention 
had been paid to his threats. Well, a month 
went by, 1 was again on deck, about amid- 
ships, when I saw this same man come up 
the companidh, walk aft again and not re- 
turn. AssoonasI could move I rushed 
aft and spoke to the manat thewheel. He 
seemed dazed; ‘Did you see a man come 
aft * The sailor nodded without speak- 
ling.

Wherever 
the business was lacking, as in Quebec, the 
attempt was made to improve it, and the 
result was that (Juebee cheese last year 
stood on a par at the Industrial Exhibition 
with the best products of Ontario, So high 
indeed is the character of Canadian cheese 
making that when the system pursued in 
Canada was introduced into Neotland, the 
Neotch cheese beyan to take the palm from 
the best English makers, 

Facts of this kind have so impressed the 
minds of Englishmen that they have re- 
solved to determine by meang of a Royal 
Commission of Inquiry, how their own 
system of agriculture might be improved 
jon the same lines. The Daily Chronicle 
tells the British public that Canada through 
its Experimental Farm system had become 
‘fone of the most conspicuous examples of 
state education to the farmer,” and that 
**zimilar instructions to the farmers of Eng- 
land would be greedily received.” There 
has been no higher compliment paid our 
distingnished fellow citizen, Sir John Carl-

| The anual report of births, marriage? and 
| deaths in Ontario for 1802, just issued, con- 
| 


tains much interesting and valuable infor- 
mation. The statistics given are of spec al 
value as throwing light on the discussien 
that has taken place the last few months 
relative to the actual increase of population 
in IS9L over ISSI, as given in the Dominion 
| census returns and the natural increase at 
the English rate of 14 per cent. per year, is 
given. ‘This shows the total increase of 
population inthe whole province te be 
199,106, while the natural increase alone 
would have been 309,314. The difference 
in some counties is somewhat startling. 
Bruce, for instance, should have increased 
| 10,399, while its actual increase was only 
Zl. Grey shows anincrease of 650. aa 
against 11,323 natural increase. Tne 
method of estimating the natural increase t4 
by taking the excess of birtha over deaths 
for the year and finding what percentage the 
increase bears tothe total population.
